"Men often crude and discordant say
in prayer, 'O Lord, revive this church,
mako it harmonious.' Hut wero they
to my, 'O Lord, mako mo a unit, har-
monize my being, key my will to the
Divine will, make my heart a hive of
sweetness ' the prayer would bo

The church is mado up of sepa-
rate individuals: eaeh must lie a unit,
ero it can bo a thing of beauty.

Science tolls us everything is related
in the universe. There is a bond of
sympathy between fluttering leaves aud
far-of- f constellations. Hut a richer.
sweeter bond of sympathy should exist
between each member of tho Christian
church. If we so isolate ourselves from
church-wor- k aud church-life- , we disturb
its harmony, and mar tho unity of tho
threads in its web of light.

"I noticed that Mr. Bronston has
been interviewed on the probability of
changes to be made in the new Consti-
tution, at its session next month, ' said
delegate Macoy this morning. '

"Whilo I might be of tho opinion that
changes ought to be mado" bo contin-
ued, "1 take it that the overwhelming
majority in favor of tho new instrument
is notice to tho Convention that tho Con-

stitution suits tho people, and that they
do not desire any changes. For in
stance, the provisions of the Constitu
tion are that no one shall bo cligiblo to
be Circuit Judge who is over thirty-fiv- e

years of age.
"That is clearly a mistake, and it oc-

curred in this way: The provision or-

iginally was, not less than thirty-fiv- e

years of age nor moro than sixty-fiv- e,

and the latter portion was stricken out,
but in doing so the word "not" was in-

advertently retained. Tho intention of
tho Convention was that Circuit Judges
should bo not less than thirty-fiv- e years
of age.

"Thcroare, also, in the schcdulo, cer-
tain provisions which belong elsewhere,
and the September session should ar-

range them in their appropriate places.
The object of the schedule is to givo of-fe-

to the Constiutiou nnd is proper-
ly no part of it.

"Chaugos of tho nature indicated, T

believe, would be altogether proper, but
I don't think any change should be
made in any material provision, nnd I
would oppose any such movement."

The new Constitution will be in effect
when, after tho session of tho Conven-
tion in September, tho delegates sign
it, and the president of the Convention
in open session proclaims it to bo tho
Constitution of Kentucky.
